Immediate Senate action will be 
sought to permit the bill to he sent 








This is at the rate of a 
35-pound yearly ration, or 10 
pounds more than last year’s ra- 
tion. 


Under the compromise, the OPA 
is stripped of further administra- 
tion of the controls, and the pow- 
er transferred to the départmére 
of agriculture. 

The bill also sets aside 50,000 
tons of sugar for new industrial 
users and continues inventory 
controls, except over household 
consumers, until March 31, 1948.
